A‘\E NOT AGGRESSIVE. 


i onuneeneaal 
Japanese Character Is Not Really Un- 
derstood by Occidentals, 
Occidental people do not understand 
the Japanese character, according to 
Prof. Yaichi Haga, and especially is 
this misunderstanding evidenced in 
regard to the “yellow peril’ bowey. 


Writes Prof. Haga in the Oriental | 


Review: 

“The valor and strength of the na- 
tion was observed in the Chino-Japa- 
nese war, during the Boxer trouble 
and in the recent RussoJapagese war, 
with the conclusion that we ure a war- 
like people, literally eager for fight- 
ing. The fear was openly expressed 
that the Japanese might seek to in- 
vade Europe, and that the white peo- 
we might be overwhelmed by the yel- 
ow race as they were once by the 
armies of Gengis Khan. But this iv a 
mere apprehension and race antagon- 
ism is the genesis of it. 

“There is no doubt that we have 
been a nation of military valor from 
of old, as it is well known that there 
was bushido or code of soldier’s mo- 
rals under our feudal regime, and that 
Japan of to-day still remembers the 
time of military rule, abolished only 
forty years ago, is also an undeniable 
fact, but notwithstanding all this we 
have never been aggressive warriors 
throughout our long history. 

“We display our valor only from 
the necessity of self-protection. We 
are defensive, not offensive. We nev- 
er draw sword without first being at- 
tacked. The feudal samurai exercised 
the utmost care not to give a blow 
for light cause. Our sword is a de- 
fensive weapon, not an instrument of 
murder. 

“When a new blade was forged for 
a samurai it was an old custom to 


celebrate the acquisition of this fam- | 


ily treasure with the eating of a kind 
of bean dish, the idea suggested being 
that the sword might never be used 
for cutting just as the bean dish re- 
quired no knife. Only when a gentle- 
man’s honor was at stake would he 
fearlessly chastise the offender. 
“This is the soul of bushido. In our 
plays those who attack on slight pro- 
vocation are not honorable, the true 


| samurai resorting to his sword only 


from sheer necessity. Wanton mas- 
sacre of captives is unheard of. To 
win them through kindness and to 
bring about their voluntary obedience 
hes. been the traditional policy of 
Japan.” 


A Powerful New Poison. 


A new poison has been discovered 
‘in the innocent castor plant which 
adorns so many gardens that is more 
powerful than any other known to 
affect living matter. The seeds of the 
plant are macerated in a solution of 
sodium chlicride and the. poison ex- 
tracted in an impure form. One grain 
‘of this “racinus” is sufficient to kill 
500,000 guinea pigs, according to the 
estimates of Prof. Elrich, of Frank- 
fort-on-Main, but the peculiar 
jure of it is that animal whichis dos- 
ed with a quantity insufficient to 
cauce death can thereafter take larger 
end larger.quantities until, the quans 
tity is increased 10,000 fold. This can 
be done to a certain extent with ar- 
senic and strychnine, but with these 
the largest possible dose is not much 
‘greater than the death Jose. Muore- 
over the blood of a poisoned animal 
ma: be made into a most effective 
untitoxin and if the toxin is injected 
into a freshly-poisoned animal it will 
prevent illness, or in the case of one 
that already. shows the effects of the 
poisou it will completely cure it.

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MAURICE MASTERLINCK. 


Whose Personality “Mae Influenced 
Her Husband’s Work. 


When Maurice Maeterlinck met for 
the first time the radiant actress 
singer, Georgette' Leblanc. who wat 
to become his wife, he—intellectual 
and physical giant that he was—be- 
came suddenly as tongued-tied as any 
Belgian peasant in the presence ot | 
royalty. One of his friends, who was | 
with him on the great occasion, says: | 
“Maurice was infinitely timid when ; 
he encountered for the first time, at 
the theatre, the ‘visage of his destiny 
—I mean Mile. Leblanc. After they 
had been introduced the young wo- 
man gracefully expressed to the au- 
thor her unbounded admiration and 
sympathy. He, however, could find 
absolutely nothing to say.” 

However, such an unfortunate state 
of affairs was only temporary. The 
author and the stage favorite quickly 
became friends, then lovers and to- 
day their married life is a source of 
inspiration to their admirers. Up to 
the time the famous writer—who, by 
the way, was born and grew to man- 
hood in the quaint old city of Ghent, 
Belgium,—came under the spell of 
Georgette Leblanc his literary work, 
though wonderful, had been feplete 
with what a critic terms the sym- 
bolic paraphernalia of terror." Under 
the wonder-working influence of love 
the sumber, pessimistic dramatist be- 
came a: “stimulating, heartening 
essayist and an optimistic philoso- 
pher. He was transformed into an 
apostle of cpeerfulness, courage and 
equanimity.’ The woman who 
brought all this about possesses, be- 
vond doubt, a wonderful tempera- 
ment. She is intensely intellectual 
and is beautiful as to face and figure. 
Her most marked characteristic is 
her belief in her husband’s geniua. 
One has only to read her views on 
Maeterlinck, the writer and the man, | 
to realize that in her mind ‘at least 
“The King can do no wrong.” Just 
at present she is engaged on plans 
for a‘theatre, which will probably be 
erected in Paris, which will be de- 
voted the entire time to her hite | 
band’s plays. She frequently inter- 
prets the principal roles in Maeter- 
linck’s dramatic masterpieces. , 

It is popularly supposed that only 
people in what may be termed an | 
advanced stage of intellectuality are | 
uble to comprehend . Maeterlinck’s | 
mystic conceptions. Such plays as 
The Bluebird and Mary Magdalen | 
must be reckoned as exceptions, how- 
ever, as during the past season they | 
have held the favor of the great maés | 
of the theatre-going public in New 
York, London and Paris.

Our salads are but one branch 
of a subject of vast importance to the 
race;. to wit, the eubstitutio. of judi-% 
clously chosen foods for drugs. When 
the knowledge, of this great principle 
shall become universal market gardens 
and orchards will take the piace of 
apothecaries and the doctors be em- 
ployed as with antipodal and so-called 
unenlightened nations—to keep us well 
and not to cure ts when we have made 
ourselves ill by neglect of health laws. 

A masculine correspondent in the 
Housemothers’ Exchange bids the man 
who gets his luncheon downtown to eat 
more fruit and “green etuffs." The 
counsel is especially good now that the 
mysterious ‘‘spring fever'’ robs all man- 
ner of foods of flavor. 

One word more before we proceed to 
practical directions for the prepara- 
tions of the salads essential for the 
preeervation of bodily sanity at the 
chanye of seasons. it has fallen to my 


lot to make especial note of cases of 
blood poiscn occurring in the early and 
later spring. I could enumerate = s:x 
that have come under my observation, 
consequent, as friends and doctor said, 
“upon slight causes."

Salad Dressing 

Mayonnaise—Dip a deep plate into 
iced water or rol ice in it until it is 
chille¢ through. Drop upon it the yolk 
of 1 or 2 eggs, according Ww the 
quantity you would make, Add a tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice and stir with 
a silver fork until it js mixed. Drop 
gradually upon this salad oil slowly, 
stirring steadily. The mixture will 
thicken as you stir. Drop in more oll 
as it gains consistency. Aliow @ oup- 
ful of oil to the yolk of one egg. Sea- 
gon with a dash of paprika, % tea- 
spoonful of salt and a scant % teaspoon- 
ful of made mustard. 


Spare the mustard. Sydney Smith 
gays of it: 

“Distrust the condiment that bites 
too soon,”’ 


Be careful, also, not to have the dress- 
ing too sour, Double the quantity ef 
lemon juice, if you would like @ little 
more acid, Set in ice until you are 
ready to serve the salad. Green stuffs 
wilt if left in the dressing. 

French Dressing—Rub the inside of a 
bowl with a cut clove of garlic. Meas- 
ure into the bowl 5 tablespoonfuls of 
oil, 2 of vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls of salt 
and one of white pepper. Stir to an 
“emulsion” before pouring it over the 
salad, 

Sour Cream Dressing—Set a cupful of 
loppered cream, or one that has only 
soured, in the ice until it is very cold. 
Beat hard, then, for 5 minutes,,. mixing 
in as you beat a tablespoonful of pow- 
dered sugar and % teaspoonful of 
lemon juice, ‘ 

This is especially nice with sliced raw 
tomatoes and with cucumbers. As an 
accompaniment to a fish course, it is 
delicious, 

Boiled Salad Dressing—Beat 3 eggs 
very well—whites and yolks together. 
Stir in gradua.ly, beating all the time, 
% @ cupful of vinegar, 1 tablespoonful 
of powdered sugar, 2 saltspoonfuls of 
sak, a pinch of paprika and % tea- 
spoonful of French mustard. 

Beat until smooth and thick; pour 
into a saucepan; stir to a boil and mix 
with it a teaspoonful of butter. As this 
melts, remove frem the fire; beat stead- 
ily for 2 minutes and set where it will 
cool gradually, When cold, set in the 
icebox. It will keep for a week there. 


Poultry or Veal Salad 


Cut the cooked cold meat into regular 
dice, Mix with 2 cupfuls of this a cup- 
ful of crisp celery, also diced. Sprinkle 
with salt and white pepper. Mix to an 
emulsion 1 tablespoonful of vinegar 
with 3 tablespoonfuls of oil. Pour over 
the meat and celery, and toss lightly

Shrimp and Tomato Salad 


I know of no prettier «supper or 
luncheon dish than this, which I be- 
liewed I had invented until a corre- 
spondent from thé far south wrote to 
tell me of it as her own composition. 

Cut a piece from the blossom end of 
each fair ripe tomato of fair size and 
dig out the pulp. Fi!l the cavity thus 
made with cold boiled shrimps ¢canned 
are good for the purpose). Arrange 
them neatly with the backs up. Line 
a chilled digh with endive or with let- 
tuce leaves and set the tomatoes within 


these. Or lay e@ech upon a separate 
bed of the leaves upon “individual” 
plates. In either case send around 
mayonnaise dressing with it in a sauce- 
boat. 

Crab Salad—Make as above, using 
crab meat instead of shrimps. é 


Lobster Salad 


Cut the lobster meat into neat pleces 
of uniform eize. Set in the ice to get 
thoroughly chilled. Allow one-third as 
much diced celery as you have meat. 
Mix these and sprinkle lightly with 
cayenne and salt. With a silver fork, 
and lightly, stir into the mixture a cup- 
ful of mayonnaise dressing. Line a 
chilled bow! with lettuce, fil up with 
the lobster and garnish with the emp- 
th, claws. 


Egg Salad 


Boil 6 eggs hard and leave in cold 
water for an hour. Remove the shells; 
eut into quarters, or slice, and lay upon 
lettuce, endive or chicory in a chilled 
bowl. Pour a good boiled dressing over 
them. 

A pleasing variation of this salad and 
@& more substantial supper dish may 
be made by rubbing into a cupful of 
mayonnaise half a cupful of canned 
salmon or of sardines that have been 
skinned and crushed into a smooth 
paste. 

Or yeu may beat into the mayonna)se 
a tablespoonful of anchovy paste, Each 
device offers an agreeable variety. 


Tomato Salad

Bring to a 
boil; skim; strain again and n:ix, while 
it is hot, with half a bok of gelatine 
which has beer soaked three hours in 
a cup of cold water.

Or you may Hine a salad dish with 
lettuce, and upon this lay skinned sar- 
dines, or canned shrimps, with a spoon- 
ful of the aspic upon each fish, and 
send around French dressing with it.
